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Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 9/19/07 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 

consideration and/or search. 

Regarding claim 1, the amended limitation of "wherein the set of printing 
parameters are individually determined for each production series of functional 
components", requires a new search and further consideration, as it raises new issues. 
In the Remarks (page 6), the applicant states "it is the Applicant's intention that the 
present claims, as amended, can apply to either "the set of printing parameters" as well 
as "the new set of printing parameters"". This statement indicates that the above 
limitation, "the set of printing parameters", should be construed as "the set of printing 
parameters or the new set of printing parameters". Clearly, this raises new issues since 
the scope of above limitation differs from the scope presented in the original limitation, 
"the printing parameters". Therefore, the current claim wording broadens/narrows the 
scope of the claim and it would require further consideration and/or search. 

Furthermore, the applicant fails to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
since claim 1 still recites the limitation "the printing parameters" in line 12. 

No arguments are raised for claim 6 and its dependent claims.
